The use of salicylic acid asa preservative 
in beer was denounced yesterday before the 
Senatorial Pube Food Investigation commit- 
tee by Dr. C. Pruyn Stringfield, who said: 
“The acid is harmful. While a man would 
not get enough in a pint of beer to hurt him, 
the quantity of salicylic acid in a gallon 
taken into the stomach is sufficient to cause 
injurious effects. Where one constantly 
drinks beer containing this acid it is de- 
ervenne on the heart and hinders respira- 
tion: 

He recounted cases in:which persons had 
been taken sick from drinking beer contain- 
ing this acid and said not infrequently such 
cases prove fatal. 

-The remainder of the day’s evidence was 
along the line of borax and’ boracic acid. 
Horace W. Henshaw, Professor Frank L. 
James, editor of tha National Druggtst, St. 
Louis, and Professor Walter 8S. Haines of 
Rush Medical College, agreed the use of 
these substances in butter and meat to pre- | 
serve them causes no injury to health. 

Dr. Arthur Edwards said the consensus of 
opinion opposed the use of salicylic acid. He 
thought it dangerous and explained its ef- 
fects upon the system, He said boracic 
acid is not really an acid and has corrosive 
effect on the tissues of the body. | | 

Senator Mason said. he realized too much 
time had been devoted to borax and boracic | 
acid, which were discussed fully in response 
to the demands ‘of packers and provision 
men for a refutal of statements made by 
an early witness before the committee, who 
had said their use is harmful. |

ZOLA’S TRIUMPHANT | 


_ Emile Zola’s return to France is no less 
triumphant because it is unostentatious. 
He says he has returned because truth and 
justice have triumphed. He might fairly 


claim that justice has prevailed because of 
himself and his famous “ I accuse ” letter. 


That letter appeared on. Jan. 19, 1898. In

in it has been vindicated. eu ee 

To Zola more than to any other 4 one man 
Dreyfus will owe his freedom. From the 
date of his open letter the anti-Dreyfus 
conspiracy was doomed. The leaven of 
that courageous indictment was working 
even at the time of the shameful travesty 
Out of that trial came 
deliverance for Dreyfus. When General 
de Pellieux arose in the Zola trial and an- 
nounced that there existed in the War de- 


contained additional and irrefutable proof 
of Dreyfus’ guilt it was the beginning of 
the end. The assertion was corroborated 
by General de Boisdeffre. It was reiterated 
by Cavaignac in the Chamber of Deputies. 
The next day Colonel Picquart offered to 
prove the document a forgery. Cavaignac 
prosecuted Picquart, but he was forced to 
investigate, with the result that Colonel 
Henry confessed haying forged the docu, 
ment at the dictation of his superiors. 
Henry's imprisonment and suicide followed. 
He had been one of the chief witnesses in 
the Dreyfus trial, and a verdict secured 
with the aid of a confessed torger could 
not stand. 

The Zola trial had alea brohght! out the | 
existence of a secret dossier, and this led 
to the revelation that General Mercier had 
falsely inserted Dreyfus’ name in the 
Canaille de D——” document, thus se- 


} curing a verdict of guilty. These events led 


the Brisson Ministry to put the case in the 
hands of the Cotrt of Cassation. for re- 
vision, with the- remarkable results now 
known to the world. Events have 
not | only given a striking proof of 
Zola’s intellectual acumen, but have 
also completely — vindicated | his good 
| faith. The Dreyfus case goes into history 
| with the name of Zola indelibly and honora- 
fed stamped upon it. Whatever his defects 
as an author and as a man, there can be 
no questioning his love of ape or his

| COMMERCIAL EDUCATION, | 
At the last meeting of the trustees of 


tablish a collegiate’ course in commerce, 
with the codperation of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, which guarantees 
$10,000 to $20,000 for the first five years.

The expression commercial education 
is somewhat vague. Most schools, recogniz- 
ing its value in the markets of the world, 
have claimed for many years past_to pro- 
vide it, from establishments of the type of 
Mr. Squeers’ academy to institutions so ef- 
ficient as the Leipzig Institute is or the Co- | 
lumbia University promises to be. In the 
June number of the North American Re- 
view Professor James Bryce tells us what 
he understands by the term. The plans pro- 
posed by the trustees of Columbia Univer- 
sity and those by Professor Bryce are sub- 
stantially similar, both aiming to combine 
a liberal general education with special 
training in commercial geography, commer- 
cial law and accounting, modern languages, 
and economics. The professor sketches out 
three programs suitable for boys of differ- 
| ent ages. First, for boys of 18 or 14 who 
{ wish to enter a business office at the earliest 
possible moment; second, for youths leaving 
& secondary school at 16; third, for young 
“men of 18 to 20 or later, who will step at 
once, through their fathers’ influence, into 
positions of responsibility. 

_In-the large English public sehools the 
dommercial or scientific department is too 
often the dumping ground for boys who are 
‘unfit to learn the classics, which alone are 
considered worthy of the attention of gen- 
tlemen, probably because of their almost 
entire uselessness in the boy’s future ca- 
reer. True, the dull boys are eqnally unfit 
to grapple with the mathematics of the 
modern’ department, but there often would

The plan adopted at The Hague is one 
of the most elementary. It limits the scope 


of the mediators to a diplomatic attempt to- 


find a peaceable solution by friendly coun- 
sels, and such attempts are to cease the 
moment one of the parties refuses the 
proffered settlement. Mobilization and 
military operations are not to be interfered 
with unless the belligerents so agree by 
express convention. ‘Preparations for war 
will go on as in the past, with the exception 
that whenever two nations find grave dif- 
ferences threatening their peace they will 
choose each a disinterested power whose 
duty it shall be to do anything that can be 
done to prevent war. The seconds are fo be 
allowed thirty days in which to perform 
their service. If they fail, and war comes, 
they “ shall remain charged with the mis- 
sion of taking advantage of every occasion 
to restore peace.” 

This is a forward step along the lines of 
freedom and civilization as well as of peace. 
It is in harmony with the larger project for 
a permanent arbitration tribunal. Both 
combined cannot prevent most wars, but if 
they prevent one in a generation they wit 
i good purpose, 


AMERICANIZING PORTO RICO. 
The business of Americanizing Porto 
y. ‘The methods by 
which the transformation is to be effected 
are at once reasonable, radical, and vital. 


-At present the militaty government is, of 


course, supreme, but this is only provis- 
ional. The commission appointed by the 
War department to investigate the entire 
situation and report upon all matters re- 
lating to civil affairs generally has made 


its report. The Porto Rican people are 


said to be ready and willing to aécept Amer- 
ican institutions. The recommendation of 
the commission is that such laws, general, 
district, and municipal, be established as 
will give the people of the island the same 
protection and privileges a8 are now en- 
joyed by the people of the United States. 

_ Itis properly urged that immediate atten- 
tion be given to laws relating to marriage 
and divorce. Among the other chief rec- 
ommendations are the establishment in 
the island of the public school system of the 
United States} the complete separation of 
church and state; a thorough reform of the 


judicial system along American lines, with’ 


the division of the country into districts 
similar to the counties in the United States; 
the recognition of existing ‘vested rights in 
the island and their due protection; the 
‘adoption of simple and appropriate meth- 
ods for the recording of deeds; improved 
postal facilities, with the maintenance of 
the postal and military telegraph as part 
of the postal system; and that an eqnly 
census of the people be taken. | 

As to concessions and franchises the. re- 
port of this commission is equally judicious. 


It would not only open the island to all the | 


advantages of new forms of great indus- 
tfies and other enterprises, but would also 
protect it from fraudulent schemes. Whiat 
the commission urges is that all such pub- 
lie improvements shall be regulated in such 
a manner as shall be to the best interests 


of the people of the island, and all to be 


under government control; “all such con- 
cessions to be granted o ly after proper 
advertisement in newspa in Porto Rico 
and the United States, nnd then sold to 
the highest bidder at public sale, all to be 
subject to the control of the government of 
the island and all franchises so granted to 
be regulated and direct | for the benefit 
of the people.”

New work Produces at the 
Comique Before. a Great Audience, 
of Which President Loubet Is a 
Part—Theme o 
Which Is Dividing Honors with 
Bernbarat in the Capital of the 


Republic. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE TO THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE FROM GRACE CORNEAU.} 

Paris, May 25.—Rarely have two such pro- 
nounced successes as *‘ Hamlet "’ and “‘ Cen- 
drillon ’* been produced in one week in Paris. 
One scarcely had time to recover from the 
’ sensation created by Sarah Bernhardt be- 
fore one was obliged to give way to similar 
enthusiasm for Massenet’s new work, Cen- 
drillén,” produced on Wednesday at the 
Opéra Comique before one of the greatest 
audiences ever assembled’ dn the ‘“ Salle 
Favart.”’ 

Nothing was lacking to make the occasion 
‘a brilliant one. Even the President of the 
republic was there, beaming upon every 
one, leading the applause, and saying to 
friends around him, “I always loved fairy 
stories.”’ 

I doubt if Massenet has ever shown his 
talent to better advantage than in “‘ Cen- 
drilion.” There is an evenness about the" 
work, a subservience to the emotion of the 
piece, and withal a gayety, charm, and senti- 
ment remarkable even for Massenet. From 
beginning to end the music Is pleasing. With 
equal adroitness Henri Cain has furnished 
the theme, and his thorough familiarity with 
the “‘ Massenet style’’ has enabled him to 
eupply the composer with a text admirably 
adapted to his music. 

Story of “ Cendrillon.” | 

The story runs as follows: 

Mme. de la Haltiere’s home is in a shocking 
state of disorder, owing to preparations 
which are being made to attend the King’s 
balk Servants rush about, knocking into 
each other, disputing among themselves, 
while trying to aid in the preparations for the | 
ball. Cendrillon’s two sisters, Normie and 
Dorothee, are enchanted: with the idea of 
attending a royal soirée; but Pandolfe, their 
stepfather, an honest fellow, bitterly regrets 
the prospective social obligation, and wishes 
-he had remained a widower with shis child, 
Cendrillon, on the farm instead of having 
foolishly married the ambitious Mme. Hal- 
tiere. The ball has a double importance, as 
every one knows. Upon this occasion the 
Prince proposes to choose a wife from among 
the fair guests. Mme. Haltiere imagines her 
ugly daughters have a chance to become 
Mme. la Princess, and she and the two girls 
dress themselves in gorgeous though ridicu- 
lous costumes for the conquest. 

When they have gone poor Cendrillon does 
up her housework and then falls sadly 
asleep. in the chimney corner. She dreams 
of the fairy, her godmother, and spirits ap- 
pear in visions around her. In order that 
she, too, may go to court, sylphs make her 
a dress of the moon’s rays, a girdle of a whiff 
of wind, and, to prevert her from being rec- 
venized, give her a tiny slipper as a talis- 
man that transforms her. But she must re- 
turn at midnight. 

Before the féte, in spite of all the court 
- Musicians and jesters could do, the Prince 
is melancholy. He no longer cares to listen 
to the melodies nor to associate with the 
people about the palace. The chief doctor 
and the Premier of the kingdom beseech 
him to shake-off his sadmess. He is bound 
not to be happy until he finds his ideal. He 
ts lovesick for.an unknown fair one. 

Cendrillon and the Prince. 

At the ball the King pompously presents 

him to all the girls of the kingdom. He 
hopes “he will choose a wife among the 
daughters of the aristocracy. Mme. Hal- 
tiere officiously presents her daughters, but 
he snubs them. He awaits his unknown—who 
arrives—in the person of Cendrillion.- The 
two havea pretty love scene until mid- 
night, when, at the striking of the clock, 
_Cendrillon rushes away, leaving her talis- 
man, the slipper, behind her. Will her 
‘godmother forgive her? She pictures the 
@cene in her family. Every one talks of the 
s@dventure. For having tried to defend her 
Pandolfe is badly treated by Mme. Haltiere 
and her daughters, who are like three furies, 
and tell the King his son has been insulted 
by ‘the visit of Cendriilon. The poor girl 
faints and finally flees with her father to 
the farm home. The life wears upon her 
and she says “ good-by ”’ to it all, opens the 
cages to let her pet doves fly away, and her- 
self goes to find her fairy godmother. There 
she discovers. the Prince, who, like herself, 
has sought the good woman in his despair. 
Although separated by a flower wall, they 
are protected by the spirits, and together 
they kneel and confess their story and suf- 
* ferings to the benevolent fairy. 
Cendrillon offers her life for the removal 
of the veil of sadness from the Prince’s 
soul, the flowered wall which separates 
them disappears, and they fall into each 
other’s arms. 

Months pass. Cendrillon has been found 
inanimate by Pandolfe near the fairy’s cot- 
tage. He took her home, and is always try- 
ing to convince her that the stories she tells 
' about the fairy are imaginary. Joyful 
friends try to console her. Suddenly her 
stepmother and stepsisters announce that 
the Prince has ordered all the court la- 
dies to be ready to try on the mystic slipper 
she lost the night of the ball in order to dis- 
cover the owner. Cendrilion is overjoyed— 
the beautiful things are, after all, realities. 
Thanks to the fairy, the Prince finds Cen- 
drillon and the two lovers are united. 

The simple, clear story, which shows less 
preoccupation towards a study of myths 
than a desire to give Mdssenet a suitable
